minifter unto them that envied him aud cruelly.

When they ſaw him 
they faid, Come let u kill him. They ſtript, and 
mocked, and fold him. He was belied & falſſz 
accuf d, condemned and aumbred mb Trag, 
reſſors. Yea he ſufferd (ſayes Mr. Broughton) 
1 two Thieves, whereof the one Was fa- 
ved and the other periſh'd. The Wiſdom. of 
Gop was in him, and the fingular Care of Gon 
over him. He was made the ſecond in the 
Kingdom, and they cry'd before him, Bom the 
knee, He was the Reyealer and publiſher, the

in their Devotion to tbe Relicks of Sainte; which.

But the 
caſe was Extraordinary, and far otherwiſe, in 
the cuſtody and tranflation of Zoſepbs bones;

THE Name of JOSEPH is dear & Reve- 
rend, lov'd & venerated to every one that has 
read and loves his Bible. It may lawfully be a 
pleaſure to any one to be called after hie Name. 
And if one that is ſo comes into the Government 
over a Chriſtian People, his Name admoniſhes 
him what he ought to be unto them; even as: 
Foſepb was to the World and to the Church in 
his day. If he degenerate from this Great Ori- 
ginal, if he do not defire to imitate and copy 
after it, or if he prove the Reverſe. of it, the 
illuſtrious Name he wears turns only to his con- 
demnation and reproach.

he had a Commiſſion to Command in Chief; 


and after the Arrival of Sir Elmund Androes in 


the Government of Neu-England New-Tork, &c 
he continued Preſident of the Council & Chief 
Juſtice. In the Winter 1689. he went a ſecond : 
time for England ; and in 1690 returned with a 
Commiſſion of Chief Juſtice for Neu- Ior. In 


1693 he went a third time for England, & in the 


Winter of that Year, he received a Commiſſion 
from King WILLIAM appointing him Lieute- 


nant Governour of the Iſle of Wight, where he 


continued Eight Years. While in Exgland, he 
had the Honour to ſerve as a Member of the 
Houſe of Commons for the Borough of Newton 
on the Iſle of Wight, in the laſt Parliament of 
King William, from whom he firſt received his 
Commiſſion for this Government; but ſtaying 


in Exgland till His Majeſty's Death, he was obs», 


liged to get his Commiſſion renewed from Queen 

ANNE, with which he Arrived at Boflon the 

11th of Fune 1702; and was received with great

Reſpet and Affection; and continued in the 

Government until November 1715, ſaving an 

Intermifſion of about 7 Weeks, that the Govern- 
ment devolv'd upon His Majeſty's Council. 


HE was a Man of rare Endowments & ſhining 
Accompliſhments, a fingular Honour to His 
Country, and in many Reſpecis the Glory of it: 
He was early its Darling, always its Ornament, 

and in his Age its Crown: The Divine, the Phi- 
loſopher and the States- man, all met in him: 
e was viſibly form'd for Government; and 
under his Adminiſtration (by Gop Almighty's 
Bleſſing) We enjoyed greatquietneſs, and were 


ſafely ſteer'd thro' a long and difficult India 
and French War. | 


HIS Country have once & again thankfully 
acknowledged his Abilities & Fidelity in their 
Add reſſes to the Throne. He truly Honour'd 
and Lov'd the Religion, Learning and Vertue of 
New-England; and was himſelf a worthy Patron 
and Example of them all, — Nor did ſo bright 
a Soul dwell in a leſs amiable Body, being a 
very Comely Perſon, of a Noble Aſpect, and a 
graceful Mien, having the Gravity of a Judge, 
and the Goodneſs of a Father, — In a word, 
He was a finiſht Gentleman, of a moſt polite 
Addreſs; and had uncommon Elegancies and 
Charms in his Converſation, | 
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
